apne is to be a special meeting of stock- 
holders of the American Turf Association, a 
Delaware corporation, to be held in the office of 
the company, 730 Congress Bank Building, Chi- 
cago, Ill, Monday, December 18. The primary 
purpose of the meeting is to consider and vote 
by ballot upon a proposal, by resolution of the 
board of directors, made at a meeting on Novem- 
ber 25, to reduce the par value of American Turf 
Association stock from $25 a share to $12.50 a 
share. 

Accompanying notice of the meeting and 
proxy to each stockholder is a letter, signed by 
the following, constituting the board of directors: 
M. J. Winn, J. N. Camden, Maurice L. Galvin, 


Henning Chambers, W. H. Girdler, Sam H. Stone, . 


Lawrence Jones, Arthur B. Hantock, S. Peabody, 
C. Bruce Head, John T. Connery, Bruce Campbell, 
Edw. J. Hughes, C. W. Bidwill, Henry O. Gray 
and C. S. Ellis. 

The letter, in substance, recites that during the 
course of an audit, in which they are at present 
engaged, a firm of public accountants has advised 
revaluation of the assets and reserves of the cor- 
poration “upon the basis of fair value as of the 
present day,” and that “the capital structure of 
the corporation be reduced from the present au- 
thorized capital of $15,000,000 to an authorized 
capital of $7,500,000, and that the par value of 
each share be reduced from $25 to $12.50.” After 
such adjustment of asset values and reduction in 
authorized capital, the capital account would 
appear as follows:

The directors state that the “book value of the 
stock would, therefore, be approximately $16 per 
share.” The proposal is made that new certifi- 
cates of a par value of $12.50 be issued in ex- 
change for the present outstanding shares, share 


for share. “Thus,” says the letter, “the stock- 
holders of the corporation will have precisely the 
same number of shares as they now hold and 
precisely the same interest in the corporation as 
they now have.” The directors, in concluding 
their recommendation, say they have given “full 
and careful consideration of the entire matter,” 
and that the changes proposed ‘are to the best 
interests of the corporation and each stockholder 
thereof and will substantially improve its finan- 
cial standing.” 

There is no doubt at all that the corporation’s 
financial standing will be improved by this cut- 
ting in two of the stock, since the value of its 
properties will thereby be more nearly repre- 
sented, but the “little stockholder,” the fellow 
who didn’t get in on the ground floor, is not going 
to enjoy it so much. He can’t forget that he laid 
down $25 for each share standing in his name, 
while some of the larger stockholders may hold 
theirs at a lesser figure, by virtue of “services 
rendered” or in the nature of fine salary returns 
over a spread of years. 

However, it would seem that is water over the 
dam—or out of the stock, if one should choose 
to express it so—and, in the light of present day 
conditions and the general desire of people to get 
matters in the nation back on an even keel, it is 
not to be expected that there will be many dis- 
senters from the proposal. THE BLOOD-HORSE ex- 
pects, therefore, that the directors’ recommenda- 
tion will be approved at the forthcoming meeting. 

The call for the meeting also provides that the 
stockholders are empowered further “to con- 
sider and act with respect to all such other mat- 
ters in connection with the foregoing, or other- 
wise, that may properly come before the meeting 
or any adjournment thereof.’”’ We have not been 
informed that the matter of “whacking up” the 
properties in Illinois and in Kentucky, which was 
referred to in a previous issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, will come up at this meeting, but, particu- 
larly in view of the likelihood of an imposition 
of increased surtax on holding companies and the 
frequently expressed desire of Kentuckians for 
improvement in the racing at A. T. A. plants in 
this state, it would seem advisable that some- 
thing along that line be done.

the “take” is 10 per cent, with breakage to the 
dime. 

Secondly there is a ‘take’ of 10 per cent in 
New Hampshire where Rockingham has had a 
very successful meet. Mr. Widener advises that 
Hialeah had a very successful meet in Florida 
with a 10 per cent “take.” Kentucky and Ohio 
have 10 per cent “takes.” Texas has a 10 per cent 
“take” and California 12 per cent. Our West 
Virginia bill was drawn to create a racing con- 
dition under which the tracks could offer a 
sufficient to induce new capital to take ad- 
vantage of a large surrounding population and 
get their money back with reasonable profit. We 
also prepare to offer stakes and purses com- 
parable with the best tracks and hope to present 
horse racing to the lovers of the sport under the 
best possible conditions. Bill Caskey told me that 
I could depend upon you for your whole-hearted 
co-operation. As you know, a paragraph like “Old 
Rosebud’s” is not very helpful at this stage of 
the game. 

For your information the mutuel handle at 
Charles Town has been:

As you know this track is on a par with 
Hagerstown and Cumberland in Maryland and 
the handle is about the same, regardless of the 
additional West Virginia ‘‘take.”

Colonel Moss on Variation. 
Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


AM glad to note that Matchem has recom- 

menced his Notes on Nicks, which are always 
so interesting and instructive. His foreword on 
page 522 is especially so. While some of the 
points raised in this foreword may be debatable, 
his main contentions are undoubtedly sound, as 
far as the question of heredity is concerned. 

May I suggest that in some subsequent number 
he add a word or two on variation, a subject that, 
by its very nature, is so little understood even by 
the most eminent scientists and yet which does 
actually play a most important part in the pro- 
duction of each individual. 

Heredity and variation are partners in the 
greatest and most interesting business in the 
world, viz., the business of reproduction. 
Heredity’s part is to produce to the given pat- 
tern, variation’s part is to vary the pattern. 
Neither of them ever falls down on the job. 

When we talk of a “good” individual or a 
“good” pedigree, we are thinking in terms of

speed, which is the sine qua non in a race horse. 
Speed itself is a most complicated character and 
consists of many factors, both physical and tem- 
peramental. The best make and shape are no 
good without courage and gameness, the finest 
subjective qualities are useless without a set of 
legs to stand the strain, and so forth. 

In any mating countless numbers of sperm 
cells are employed, any one of which may be the 
actual one to fertilize the female cell, and 
heredity arranges that each one of them contains 
potentialities handed down through a thousand 
generations. Variation arranges that every one 
of these cells differs in some respect in its poten- 
tiality. Is it any wonder that, as Matchem says: 
“There is no way, of course, to ensure the pro- 
duction of a good individual by means of a good 
pedigree.” 

Fertilization once having taken place, the re- 
sulting progeny will, under conditions favorable 
to its successful development, inherit the charac- 
teristics of both its parents, as handed on through 
the reproductive cells of each of them; and 
whether such progeny will be as “good” as either 
or both of them depends upon two things: 

First, whether the particular cells engaged in 
the process are amongst the “best” furnished by 
both male and female (and it must be remem- 
bered that they all vary, as stated above), and— 

Second, whether the combined potentialities of 
these two cells furnish a happy combination for 
the production of the complicated character of 
Speed. 

The whole point in this, in a few words, is that 
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no matter how carefully “nicks” are planned and 
no matter how carefully heredity is studied, it 
should be remembered that variation always has 
and always will have a “finger in the pie.”

DOPING IN FRANCE 


By A. L. E. C. 


HE Rules of Racing in France begin as 

follows: 

Anyone who enters or causes a horse to run, or who 
owns a share of any horse which takes part in any 
public race is expected to be conversant with the pres- 
ent rules governing racing. Such a person thereby 
undertakes to submit, without any reservation, to all 
the rulings and consequences resulting therefrom. 

The tacit acceptance of this warning rule 
naturally gives the stewards absolute powers 
without the possibility of appeal to any outside 
authority. 

The practice of doping horses cannot possibly 
be considered otherwise than absolutely detri- 
mental both to breeding and racing, and racing 
authorities deserve every true sportsman’s sup- 
port in their endeavors to stamp it out. 

I believe that it was about twenty-odd years 
ago that this practice first threatened to develop 
on a really dangerous scale in France, and the 
stewards quickly made it illegal. In order to 
obtain convincing evidence in suspected cases, 
such horses as the stewards chose were led into 
a special box immediately after the race, their 
saliva was duly collected by a vet by means of 
swabs of cotton wool which were dropped into a 
properly prepared receptacle and afterwards 
analyzed. 

These analyses carried out by the late Profes- 
sor Kauffmann were not checked by any other 
competent person, and the one-sided nature of 
these measures caused a certain amount of dis- 
satisfaction. A certain number of suspected cases 
were convicted on this unique evidence and the 
trainers involved were held responsible and de- 
prived of their licenses for varying periods, but 
always under protest. 

The war intervened and nothing happened until 
July, 1922, when the late William Flatman, at 
that time one of the most prominent trainers in 
France, won a very unimportant race during the 
most uneventful period of the season with a mare 
called Nebuleuse. The mare’s saliva was collect- 
ed and analyzed by the same Professor Kauff- 
mann’s method, and showed sufficient evidence 
of doping that, in spite of his emphatic denials, 
Flatman was deprived of his license sine die. 

Flatman, despite the first warning rule of rac- 
ing, took the case to law and its trial caused a 
great sensation. The court considered that as 
the French civil law insists that, when the final 
evidence rests on chemical analysis, there should 
be three samples analyzed, one for each party 
and the third for expert examination in case of 
conflict, the racing authorities had acted unjustly 
and without due regard for the civil law. 

What a victory for the trainer and what a dis- 
turbing decision for the authority of the bodies 
governing racing! The judge’s verdict was to 
award the plaintiff substantial damages on these 
grounds, but there was no provision in law to 
compel the restitution of the trainer’s license. 

Instead of waiting until a reasonable period 
had elapsed so that the stewards might freely 
restore his license without complete loss of pres- 
tige, Flatman appealed against what he consid- 
ered to be an insufficiently satisfactory verdict 


in the firm confidence that the court would com- 
pel the authorities to restore his license at once. 
Contrary to his expectation the Court of Appeal 
revoked the findings of the Civil Court merely on 
the grounds laid down by the opening warning 
rule of racing and without entertaining any other 
consideration. Flatman soon reappeared on the 
Turf as an owner, and his opinion was in great 
request on all racing matters until his untimely 
death a few years later. 

The stewards had to contend with the difficulty 
raised by the severe censure of the judge who 
had given the first verdict against them, because 
the amount of saliva that it is possible to collect 
from a horse’s mouth after a race is generally in- 
sufficient to allow more than one analysis to be 
made. This difficulty has now been overcome by 
allowing a chemist who is chosen and remuner- 
ated by the Trainers Association to carry out all 
the analyses in conjunction with the chemist ap- 
pointed by the stewards. 

These measures, though excellent in theory, do 
not appear to be infallible in practice for three 
reasons 


The first, which is unproven, is the fact that 


there is a general feeling among professionals 
and authorities alike that there is at present in 
limited use a stimulant which defies the known 
methods of detection. 

The second is that tests which have been 
undertaken by vets, on racehorses, under the 
proper supervision of the authorities and in the 
presence of the owners of these horses have led 
to conflicting or negative conclusions. 

And the third reason is absolutely Gilbertian 
in its nature and has given the French Turf the 
best joke it has had for ages. My authority is 
none other than that of the French Racing Calen- 
dar, or Bulletin des Courses, of October 12, 1933: 

The stewards have had to consider a report from the 
stewards of the Tarbes Racing Society in which they 
state that a horse called Ingambe won a race there on 
30th Julv, 1933, that the winner’s saliva, having been 
duly collected after the race, was analyzed by two 
chemical experts, Messrs. Lormand and Fabre, on 17th 
August, 1933, and revealed the fact that the horse had 
been given quinine, which is a forbidden stimulant. 
Considering that the horse belonged to Baron Gasquet 
who holds a license to train himself, he must be held 
responsible for the offense. But in further considera- 
tion of the fact that the said Baron Gasquet, acting in 
his capacity as President of the Tarbes Racing Society, 
decided that as a guarantee of impartiality both his 
and the Vice President's horses should have their saliva 
collected and tested, his good faith must thereby be 
acknowledged to have been beyond question. We the 
stewards of the Societe d’Encouragement therefore de- 
cide that the winner shall be deprived of the winning 
stake and his owner-trainer must pay the minimum fine 
which the rules of racing allow us to inflict for such 
an offense. 

The above official report needs no embellish- 
ment or comment though it has of course been 
seized upon by one or two humorists in the racing 
press. 

It is to be hoped, however, that some effective 
new means will be found to stamp out this evil 
which though limited in its practice and already 
checked to a very great extent should not exist 
at all. 

Judging by the known effect of stimulant 
drugs on human beings, one is brought to reflect 
on the absolutely fatal influence such drugs must 
eventually exercise on our Thoroughbred breed- 
ing in the future unless their use is effectually 
stamped out.

ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


OSEPH A. MURPHY is advocating the forma- 

tion of a national Turf governing body, such 
as THE BLOOD-HORSE has for months been pre- 
scribing. Although several members of The 
Jockey Club have taken occasion to oppose the 
suggestion as impracticable, Old Rosebud believes 
it not only possible but imperative. Judge 
Murphy points to the retroactive forfeits in New 
York as major handicap, but this shouldn’t 
exist, anyhow. There is much for such a body 
to do. State taxes on tracks and the take-out, 
in some instances enforced by excessive taxation, 
should be revised, the length of the season at 
certain points altered, the licenses of certain 
promoters revoked. Tracks should be compelled 
to turn a percentage of their profits, if any, 
back into the purses and to establish a fund. 
The open claiming rule should obtain everywhere. 
No track should be permitted to admit the public 
at a fee less than $1, to race on Sundays or to 
hold more than one ladies’ day per week. If their 
programs aren’t sufficiently attractive to combat 
the poolrooms without this, let them close. 


EW YORK tracks aren't the only ones delay- 

ing stakes closings. Belmont and the Spa 
are awaiting the State Legislature’s action on 
Senator Crawford’s open-betting bill, and down 
in Maryland they apparently wish to learn if the 
general uptrend noted at the fall meetings is 
permanent and if the State intends to relinquish 
to the tracks its 1 per cent of the low mutuel take- 
out. Laurel will renew the Selima, mile fixture 
for juvenile fillies, this year the richest 2-year- 
old offering in the Old Line State, with Pimlico’s 
$40,000 Futurity in abeyance, at the usual 
$10,000 endowment in 1934, but is accepting no 
nominations for 1935. Pimlico directors were ex- 
pected to decide upon the 1934 Futurity and the 
value of next spring’s Preakness last week, but 
feel they may do better by horsemen in delaying 
a decision until the January conclave. The officers 
were re-elected, but no dates drawn up. Few 
tracks at this time will make contracts with 
horsemen, and Laurel, incidentally, is the lone 
track in Maryland this year reporting a profit.

ETE COYNE, it is “understood,” is slated to 
succeed “Uncle Henry’ McDaniel as trainer 
of the J. E. Widener string. Mack Garner is 
expected to follow McDaniel into the Kilmer 
employ, though the Binghamton sportsman 
hasn’t made an announcement. Those horses 
Dan Stewart will race for Widener at Hialeah are 
to be sold. Coyne will bring some 30-——over 20 
of them 2-year-olds—to Belmont from Elmendorf 
in the spring. The list is headed by Golden Way 
and Hurryoff, the Belmont Stakes winner en- 
couraging the belief he’ll stand after a low bow. 
It was this prevented his starting after the 
Belmont.

The 
Schwartz 4-year-old is reported doing well for 
Capt. Boyd-Rochfort. Ivor Anthony, who has

Gold Step, *Winooka and other fliers at Laure 
finishing off his American endeavors with a sec 
ond Thanksgiving Handicap success.

T will be weil for the bloodstock industry if 
and when the practice of hopping horses is 
stamped out, as nearly as such a thing ever is 
stamped out. Undoubtedly, horses have been 
hopped and at stud proved excellent foal getters, 
but the appalling number of impotent young 
stallions, several of championship calibre, to fail 
in this direction during recent seasons causes one 
to wonder if hop in certain forms or quantities 
isn’t to blame. Those horses Old Rosebud has in 
mind were the type to get a high percentage of 
foals. Also, several came from the same string, 
one handled by a man traditionally adept at 
employing hop.

IRSCH JACOBS has been beating his con- 
temporaries so consistently with the Isador 
Bieber, Dr. Irving Jacobs and Damon Runyon 
platers because, in addition to being a clever 
young trainer, he is a better business man than 
the average conditioner. He places his charges 
where they can win. Jacobs, who last year was 
second on the list of trainers and this season is 
the leader, having saddled the winners of 115 
races, is one of the most popular as well as suc- 
cessful trainers in the business. He is unassum- 
ing and all who obtain horses from him can have 
any information he has found of assistance in 
handling those horses, which is more than a lot of 
trainers will divulge. Jacobs at present is rest- 
ing his purse-snatchers pending the Tropical 
Park opener. 
* * * 
UDGE MURPHY ’S suggested ruling whereby 
the licenses of all trainers of sponged horses 
would be revoked doesn’t impress the writer as 
a sound one. This is not a cure. In _ several 
instances recently in New York, trainers or 
someone about the stables obviously sponged the 
horses after their races. There is more than one 
way of stopping a horse and we doubt whether 
any trainer would stoop to anything so distress- 
ing. A trainer should be accountable for his 
horse’s condition, but not in this degree. It was 
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such officiating that caused H. F. Sinclair to 
quit racing. And, as the writer recalls it, several 
of J. E. Widener’s horses were sponged a year or 
so ago. Would Judge Murphy have ruled off 
“Uncle Henry”? The race track policing could 
be boistered to the extent of greatly minimizing 
‘the opportunities for spongers, most of them 
‘known to trainers, even though they still are at 
targe. But a trainer cannot reasonably be ex- 
pected to act as nightwatchman, and these have 
been bribed before. 

MONG the sires advertised for service in 

1934, Jack High appears a great bargain 
jat a fee of $250 for a live foal. Jamestown, 


-isolated in Pennsylvania, and his sire, St. James, 


with Jack High at Old Kenney Farm, near Lex- 
ington, also are to stand at $250, which proves 
that George Widener is not one to parade his 
high regard for a horse with a big stud fee simply 
because he can afford it. Also, he has more sires 
than are necessary for his mares. If Jack High 
doesn’t prove a more successful sire from the 
first than several youngsters with higher fees, 
O'd Rosebud will be vastly surprised. 


HOUSTON. 

IGURES from the pari-mutuel department of 

the new track at Houston indicate success 
for the meeting. For the first nine days of the 
meeting, which opened Thanksgiving Day, the 
total turnover in the mutuels was $862,595. The 
daily “handle” for each of the racing days is 
given below:

The steady increase in wagering and interest 
caused Lou Smith, general manager of the plant, 
to make a prediction that the meeting would 
have a daily average play of more than $100,000. 
Besides the 10 per cent revenue from wagering, 
the management reports an average daily income 
of more than $4,000 for admissions. A crowd of 
approximately 18,000 was in attendance last 
Saturday. 

Announcement was made last week that eight- 
race programs would be given on each of the re- 
maining Saturdays of the meeting. 

Enough good horses were on the grounds dur- 
ing the early days of the meeting to encourage 
Racing Secretary H. D. Monroe to book 22 of the 
43 races included in this week’s condition book 
at distances of a mile to a mile and a quarter. 
The minimum purse is $600. 

YONKEL FIRST IN FEATURE. 

A crowd of 18,000 persons witnessed the racing 
at the new Texas racing plant at Houston Satur- 
day, December 9, and the pari-mutuel turnover 
for the first five races was $103,319. The feature 
of the eight-race program was the Lone Star 
Handicap ($1,500 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) 
and it was easily won by A. A. Baroni’s Yonkel 
(103), which defeated by three lengths the Three 
D’s Stock Farm Stable’s *Quatre Bras II (114). 
Third was Yonkel’s stablemate, Madwind (106), 
which finished a length behind *Quatre Bras II 
and only a nose in front of Mrs. S. S. Tracy’s 
Sad Knight (95). The others were Pari-Mutuel 
(122), Hecla (95) and Peace Junior (102). The 
latter bolted in the back stretch and had to be 
pulled up. Wayne Wright gave the winner an 


excellent ride. He kept him well back of the 
leaders during the early part of the race and on 
entering the stretch the *Hourless gelding came 
fast, took the lead and continued stoutly to win 
pulling away from the favorite, *Quatre Bras II, 
ridden by J. Westrope. Hecla set the pace for 
the first six furlongs with *Quatre Bras II close 
behind. Madwind made a good finish. Time, :24, 
748, 1:13 2-5, 1:39 2-5, 1:46 3-5, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,190, $300, $150, $50.

It is now being equipped for 
the care of Thoroughbreds and a training track 
is to be constructed on the farm. 


KENTUCKY 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB. 

LARGE attendance was present for the Thor- 

oughbred Club’s meeting at Phoenix Hotel 
Saturday, December 9, but there was no program. 
Neville Dunn, secretary of the club, read a letter 
from W. J. Dowling, Michigan breeder and one 
of the leading sponsors of the racing bill in that 
state, in which inquiry was made as to what 
steps are to be taken in Kentucky in the fight 
against doping horses. Mr. Dowling expressed 
the thought that there should be general co- 
operation of racing institutions in the movement 
to oust this evil practice. In the short discussion 
consequent upon the reading of the letter, 
Thomas Piatt, president of the Thoroughbred 
Club, reported that he had discussed the matter 
with S. Sewell Combs, president of the Kentucky 
Association and member of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, and that Mr. Combs had said 
nothing would be done in Kentucky until more 
light was thrown on the situation by the control 
methods which will be tried at various tracks this 
winter, notably Tanforan and Hialeah Park. 

The club will not meet during the Christmas 
holidays, but will have its next gathering at the 
Phoenix Hotel on Saturday, January 6, with Dr. 
W. D. Funkhouser, of the University of Kentucky, 
as the speaker. 


POLYSTOME. 

Polystome, by Polymelus, is again leading 
sire in South Africa for the season of 1932-33.

NOTES ON NICKS 


By MATCHEM 
NO. 3. STIMULUS. 


HEN Ultimus died at Hal Price Headley’s 

Beaumont Stud in 1921, Thoroughbred 
breeders were already certain that his blood 
would play a big part in shaping the racing his- 
tory of the future in the United States. Ac- 
cordingly, when his last crop of yearlings came 
up for sale in 1923 they commanded excellent 
prices. One of this last crop was a chestnut 
colt out of the stakes winner Hurakan, by Uncle. 
He was bred by William B. Miller, of Greenwich, 
Conn., whose nom de Turf is Greenwich Stud, 
and foaled (April 1, 1922) at Beaumont, where 
Mr. Miller kept most of his breeding stock in 
those days. Though he was one of the handsom- 
est yearlings in the sale and a colt of such strik- 
ing individuality that he arrested the attention 
of every horseman who saw him, he brought only 
$4,000. Several of the other Ultimus yearlings 
topped his price. Mr. Headley himself went to 
$3,900 in an effort to purchase him, but gave it 
up when George Odom said $4,000. The sales 
summaries gave the buyer as R. L. Gerry, but 
the next year the colt raced for Marshall Field, 
another of Mr. Odom’s patrons. I have read that 
Mr. Odom, when he had made a more thorough 
inspection of the colt the day after the sale, dis- 
covered some trouble with his feet and attempted 
to turn him back to his consignor, but did not 
succeed. Whether that is true I don’t know, but 
I understand that Mr. Headley was offered the 
colt for $3,900, if he still wished to take him. Mr. 
Headley had returned to Kentucky when he 
learned of the offer, and he rejected it. 


The colt came out the next spring under the 
name of Stimulus. He carried the silks of Mr. 
Field in 14 races, nine of which he won and in 
another of which (the Futurity) he was second. 
His earnings for the season were $67,598. 

The story of Stimulus’ racing is not long in the 
telling. He won his first start, a maiden race, 
at Jamaica May 6, 1924. He was not returned 
to competition until August, when he finished un- 
placed in the Saratoga Sales Stakes won by his 
stablemate, R. L. Gerry’s Voltaic. He won an al- 
lowance event August 15, then finished unplaced 
in a Hopeful Stakes which had 25 starters and 
was won by *Master Charlie. Unplaced in a purse 
at Belmont Park September 9, he came back to 
run a fine race in the Futurity and lose a heart- 
breaking decision by a nose to Mother Goose, 
Whichone’s elder sister. Beginning with the Fu- 
turity he had a splendid record to the end of the 
season, which was also the end of his racing 
career. He won two allowance events, then took 
the Oceanus Handicap at Jamaica, carrying top 
weight of 125 pounds. He was unplaced to Single 
Foot in the National Stakes at Laurel Park, with 
the “alibi” that he was “shuffled back and had 
no chance.”” He won a purse, then the Hartsdale 
Stakes at Empire City, next an allowance race. 
Then he scored his most important triumph, a 
nose victory over Star Lore (later Our General) 
in the Pimlico Futurity. Stimulus lasted just 
long enough to take down the first prize of 
$49,220 in that race. Though not the best of his 
year, he went into winter quarters with the repu- 
tation of being very close to the top. Next spring 
he broke down in training, and never got to the 
post afterward. 

Apparently, however, efforts to train Stimulus 
were not given up soon, and it was not until 1927 
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that he was retired to the stud at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., where he has since 
remained. In the stud his success was as definite 
as on the track. His stud fees furnish an index. 
In 1927 he was advertised at “private contract,” 
which generally, though not always, indicates 
that the owner does not expect to receive money 
for the horse’s services. In 1928 and 1929, the 
fee was $250. In 1930 it was $500, and the book 
was full long before the breeding season opened. 
In 1931 the price had been upped to $1,000, and 
again the book was full early. The fee was $1,000 
in 1932, and last year, in keeping with the gen- 
eral lowering of prices everywhere, it was re- 
duced to $500. 

There were 22 foals in the first crop sired by 
Stimulus, and eight of them won in America at 
the age of two. Strangely, all eight were fillies. 
Two of them were the good stakes winners 
Risque and Cousin Joe. There was one other 
from the crop, a colt named Instigator, which 
went to England and became a stakes winner. 
In Stimulus’ second crop there were 30 registered 
foals and 11 2-year-old winners, including the 
stakes winner Brandon Mint. In 1930 there were 
34 foals, of which 14 won, among them the stakes 
winners Eisenberg (at two) and Dominus (at 
three). The 1931 crop, now 2-year-olds, consisted 
of 29 foals. Nine of these have won, to this 
writing, and three of the nine, Sgt. Byrne, Slap- 
dash and Riskulus, are stakes winners. 

In the first three crops of foals by Stimulus 
there were 86 registered individuals. Thirty-four 
of these won at two, and 13 others broke their 
maiden later, 47 winners in all, or 54 per cent 
of the number of foals. Including the foals of 
1931, the record is 115 foals and 56 winners, not 
quite half. Nine of the 115 have been stakes win- 
ners. This is an excellent record. 

Stimulus’ pedigree suggested speed rather than 
stamina, and his conformation and _ racing 
strengthened the suggestion, though he failed to 
race long enough to prove the case. Ultimus ap- 
pears to have been very much the dominant fac- 
tor in most matings in which he was involved, es- 
pecially as far as speed was concerned. Hurakan, 
a good selling plater in class, was no stayer, but 
won at a mile and a little more. The lower half 
of the pedigree carried a return of the blood of 
Alarm, grandsire of Domino; a cross of Isonomy, 
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sire of Ultimus’ third dam; and two crosses of 
*Leamington, which occurred twice, through 
Domino, in the pedigree of Ultimus. With regard 
to the *Leamington blood, the pedigree resembled 
that of Wise Counsellor, which, however, had a 
greater concentration of it; and in the return of 
Isonomy, it was like the matings of Ultimus 
which resulted in Luke McLuke and Supremus. 


In picking mates for Stimulus the way was 
quite clear, and apparently Mr. Hancock and 
others who sent mares to him saw it truly. There 
was nothing in the closer crosses to the pedigree 
which invited inbreeding. The pedigree was en- 
tirely without Galopin or St. Simon, Bend Or, 
Hampton, Roi Herode, Ben Brush, Hanover or 
Hindoo, and Hastings. These strong outcrosses 
were plentifully supplied, and the results have 
been good. 


In the pedigrees of Stimulus’ stakes winners, 
the closest inbreeding I have seen is to Alarm 
(and that not very close), in the case of Brandon 
Mint, whose third dam, Sis Himyar, was by that 
horse. 


Most of Stimulus’ winners are out of mares 
whose blood is predominantly foreign. His stakes 
winners are virtually all examples of the strong 
outcross. His leading representatives this year, 
Sgt. Byrne and Dominus, are out of granddaugh- 
ters of *Rock Sand. The dams of both these 
horses are inbred to Bend Or, with St.-Simon ac- 
companying. Cousin Jo and Eisenberg are from 
granddaughters of Broomstick. Risque and her 
brother, Riskulus, both stakes winners, are out 
of Risky, a mare imported in utero but inbred to 
Hanover. Instigator and Slapdash are out of 
imported mares. Slapdash’s dam, Tetrarchy, is 
by Tetratema, a cross not likely to add to the 
stamina of Stimulus. 

I submit that, in choosing mares for Stimulus, 
the safest rule is to avoid inbreeding to anything 
less remote than Isonomy and Hermit. Return- 
ing Domino, Commando or *Star Shoot probably 
would not do any harm, but on the other hand 
it probably would not do much good. (And inci- 
dentally, Stimulus is a good sire with a cross of 
*Star Shoot to put down in your books.) 


* * 


In another column of this issue is published a 
comment from Lieut.-Col. Frank Moss on my 
preamble to the present series of discussions. It 
is an extension, rather than a correction, of what 
I wrote. From R. P. Combs, of Kansas City, 
comes an objection: 

In re your remark that the “best way to breed an 
inbred horse is to use a strong outcross’’— 

The safest way, I grant you, but not the best way. 

Read your Conquest of Peru and note the result of 
long series of brother-sister marriage. Note the great 
successes of many other inbred lines—cattle, hogs, 
chickens, etc., etc. Note Ultimus and High Time... 
That’s the way breeds are purified—inbreeding to the 
best and soundest stock. 

Forget your prejudices and when you find facts let 
them govern. 

The balance of your article sound in premise and con- 
clusion, particularly the part about many nicks being 
the resuit of propinquity. 

I don’t yield the point, and I am letting facts 
govern. High Time reveals nothing concerning 
purifying the breed. Ultimus got better stock 
from outcrosses, away from Domino; Luke Mc- 
Luke, for instance. I have noted the great suc- 
cesses of inbred cattle, hogs, chickens, etc., etc., 
also their colossal failures. I grant, however, 
there are certain situations in which multiple 
close inbreeding might be preferable. But not 
with Thoroughbreds here and now. 


CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN. 


HE first of California’s racing meetings under 

the new legal dispensation comes to a close 
at Tanforan Saturday of this week. The red ink, 
apparently, is still on the books. The mutuel 
turnover for last week, from Sunday, December 
3, to Saturday, December 9, was $336,031. The 
track took from this total an 8 per cent commis- 
sion, amounting to $26,882.48, and the breakage, 
$4,520.70, total $31,403.26. The State of Cali- 
fornia received 4 per cent of the turnover, or 
$13,441.24. Including the racing of last Satur- 
day, December 9, the total wagering for the 
meeting was $1,731,361, of which the Tanforan 
Company took out a total of $167,241.26 and per- 
centage and breakage, and the state, $69,254.44. 
These figures include the first 34 days of 40-day 
meeting. 

Despite the fact that Sunday racing is not now 
allowed in California, the rule against it was 
waived and Tanforan was allowed to stage four 
charity programs on Sunday. The last of these 
was December 10, when 50 per cent of the proceeds 
was set aside for a fund for disabled and injured 
jockeys. After each of the Sunday programs the 
Monday card was passed over and racing re- 
sumed the following Tuesday. Apparently the 
management would like to build up _ sufficient 
public sentiment to make Sabbath racing feasible. 

It is understood that the California Horse 
Racing Board will grant the Tanforan requests 
for a 30-day meeting next spring, with an op- 
tional 10 days if conditions warrant the exten- 
sion. The dates requested being late in March or 
early in April. 


BOARDWALKER WINS HANDICAP. 

G. A. Marshall's filly, Boardwalker (107), again 
met A. Bartelstein’s Teralice (3-y-o0, 115) and de- 
feated him in the Golden Gate Handicap ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 miles) at Tan- 
foran, December 9, the first start for each horse 
since they met in the Pleasanton Handicap, No- 
vember 25, when the filly nosed out Teralice. In 
the Golden Gate Handicap Boardwalker had a 
good length on Teralice, which finished six 
lengths in front of Meadowbrook Stable’s Bonny 
Grafton (3-y-o, 112). The others were Prince Pest 
(107), Bahamas (112), *Boy Painter (104). Ba- 
hamas was the first to take the lead, but held on 
for only four furlongs when he gave up to 
Teralice. Boardwalker raced most of the way in 
third position and in the last quarter went to 
the outside, caught Teralice in the last eighth 
and drew out to a handy victory. Time, :24, :48, 
1:13 3-5, 1:38 1-5, 1:51, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $1,165, $300, $150, $50.

Boardwalker did not race at two. At three she 
won the California Handicap and this year she 
has won the Inaugural and Pleasanton Handi- 
caps. This is her sixth victory this season. Her 
earnings for the two years are $11,615. 
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PROTESTS. 


Last week the chorus of protests against the 
California Horse Racing Board’s policy of going 
slowly in granting permits to would-be racing 
promoters was growing in volume. As yet no 
permit has been granted for a track at Los An- 
geles or anywhere in the southern end of the 
state. William P. Kyne, Al J. Uniack and Eugene 
Normile are among those peeved at the attitude 
of the board in refusing them permits, though 
neither of them is willing to raise more than. 
$300,000 for the venture. Hal Roach, chairman 
of the Los Angeles Turf Club, is still in the run- 
ning for a permit, and was to have made his ap- 
plication late last week, but THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has not heard what action was taken. 

Assemblyman Thomas Maloney, of San Fran- 
cisco, co-author of the constitutional amendment 
which legalized wagering on horse races, made 
formal protest last week to Gov. James Rolph 
against the “autocratic powers” of the Horse 
Racing Board, declaring that “the pari-mutuel 
betting act has been in the hands of the racing 
commission since June 18, but not one license has 
been granted—only Tanforan on the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula has obtained a temporary license 
and legitimate promoters have been refused 
proper hearing and summarily dismissed.” 

Governor Rolph listened and stated that he had 
no intention of interfering with the policy of the 
three Racing Board members, Carleton Burke 
and J. A. McNaughon, of Los Angeles, and W. 
P. Roth, of San Francisco. Maloney told news- 
paper men that instead of realizing $500,000 
revenue from racing this year, California would 
collect about $40,000. “I am disgusted with the 
entire affair, and corrective legislation will be 
sought at the next session.” 

Apparently an effort is being made to stampede 
public opinion against close control of racing 
promotions. It will be better for California if 
this attempt fails. 

HENRY P. RUSSELL OUT. 

Henry P. Russell, president of the advisory 
board of the Tanforan race track, made an- 
nouncement in San Francisco last week that 
efter the close of the meeting on December 16 
he will retire from his part of the management 
of the board. Mr. Russell, at the request of the 
California Horse Racing Board, took the leader- 
ship at Tanforan and engaged C. J. Fitz Gerald 
to head the track’s official staff. He bent every 
effort toward making the meeting the cleanest 
ever held in California and apparently has suc- 
ceeded in this endeavor, though the track has 
failed to break even financially. In announcing 
his retirement form Tanforan, Mr. Russell states 
that he felt his work there had been accomp- 
lished. His stepping out may bring about several 
changes in the official family, as the set-up for 
the control of Tanforan next spring may be quite 
different from the present staff. 


LAST, FIRST AND OUT. 


A selling plater named Blue Law, owned by 
J. Sands, trained by J. Rackickas, ridden by A. 
Hobart, ran last at Tanforan and a few days 
later won a race. The disparity in form was 
enough to start stewards investigating. They 
anncunced the following ruling: “The suspension 
of Owner J. Sands and Jockey A. Hobart is con- 
tinued and their cases referred to the California 
Horse Racing Board for further action. J. Rac- 
kickas, who has proved to the satisfaction of the 
stewards that he had nothing to do with the 


training of Blue Law but permitted the use of his 
name as trainer of that horse, is fined $100 for 
the misuse of his license privilege. As a further 
penalty no entries will be received from him for 
the remainder of this meeting.” 


WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN’S SUCCESS. 

EST VIRGINIA’S first racing meeting under 

its new pari-mutuel law appears to be hav- 
ing considerable success. Pitched on a modest 
scale, but with major league officiating, the meet- 
ing can make a profit with a mutuel turnover 
below $50,000 daily. The turnover to date has 
averaged well under that figure, but has been 
quite up to expectations of the management, ap- 
parently. The highest play for any one day was 
last Saturday, December 9, when $56,976 was 
wagered on seven races. On Monday of last 
week the play was only $33,600, and the next day 
it was given out as $35,008. Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 6, when there was disagreeable weather, the 
turnover was in approximately the same notch, 
but the next day the “handle’’ was more than 
$43,000. 

That the management is well satisfied with the 
results of the meeting is indicated by a letter, 
published on page 570 of this issue, from Samuel 
B. Chilton, who is playing a lead role in the pro- 
motion of West Virginia’s new track. 

Next year it is intended to have the Charles 
Town meeting dovetail with the half-mile track 
series in the neighboring state of Maryland. 
Dates have not been chosen, but, according to 
present expectations, there will be three meet- 
ings next year, one in June, one in August and 
one in the fall. 

The success at Charles Town, while not sensa- 
tional, has been enough to speed up the plans of 
several associations for building tracks and pro- 
moting new meetings. Last week, Mr. Chilton, 
as president of the West Virginia Jockey Club, 
which has in mind the erection of a race plant at 
Wierton, about 40 miles west of Pittsburgh, made 
the announcement that Wierton would offer dur- 
ing the season of 1934 a series of stakes totaling 
$175,000 in added money—three $25,000 stakes, 
five $10,000 and 10 $5,000 events. This startling 
announcement probably will be considerably 
modified before the plan is put into action. 


LOUISIANA 


JEFFERSON PARK REDUCES PURSES. 


EFFERSON PARK’S management, before the 
opening of the fall meeting there, sent out a 
statement to the effect that no guarantees would 
be made to horsemen as to minimum purses to be 
offered. The meeting started out with $400 
purses. Monday of this week R. S. Eddy, Jr., 
general manager, announced that, beginning with 
Tuesday, December 12, the minimum purse would 
be $300. 

“Conditions have been very bad,” he said, “and 
the speculation far below expectations for the 
first 10 days, and Jefferson Park has operated at 
a tremendous loss.” 

The Jefferson Park mutuels (certificates) han- 
dled a total of nearly $100,000 on the first day of 
the meeting, Thanksgiving Day, but thereafter 
the play was miserable. Some days it was in the 
neighborhood of $20,000. Last winter was bad 
for horsemen racing at New Orleans. This win- 
ter is in a fair way to be worse. 
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FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK OFFICIALS. 
NLOADING chutes at Miami’s two race 
tracks, Tropical and Hialeah Parks, were 

busy last week as horses arrived from Northern 
points for the Florida racing season, which opens 
Saturday, December 30, at Tropical Park. Offi- 
cials at Hialeah Park expect the meeting there 
to be the greatest in the history of winter racing 
in America. Tropical Park, not so ambitious, ex- 
pects to do better than it has in previous winters.

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MARYLAND 


TOTALS FOR THE YEAR. 


IGURES were available last week on the 

total wagering at Maryland’s major tracks 
during the year 1933. The total was $26,624,040, 
which passed through the mutuel machines at 
Pimlico, Havre de Grace, Laurel Park and Bowie. 
At Pimlico the year’s turnover was $7,172,000; 
at Havre de Grace, $6,724,300; at Laurel Park, 
$6,223,900; at Bowie, $6,503,840. Each of these 
tracks had two extra days of racing, eight in all, 
the proceeds of which were devoted to charity. 
The charity days are not included in the totals 
given above. The total wagering at Maryland’s 
mile tracks last year was $35,806,932. Betting 
has been in a steady decline since 1929. 

The State of Maryland coilected 1 per cent of 
money wagered this year, and in addition col- 
lected $6,000 daily tax for each of the 92 days 
of racing, a total of $552,000. Pimlico paid an 
additional tax of $3,000 daily to the city of 
Baltimore, or $75,000. 


MARYLAND HORSE BREEDERS. 


Some 70 members of the Southern Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and their friends 
foregathered at St. Margaret’s Hall, near Anna- 
polis, for the organization’s second annual dinner 
and business meeting last Thursday night. Fol- 
lowing the meeting a dance was held which was 
much enjoyed by those who remained for it. The 
supper was served by the ladies of St. Margaret’s 
Guild. Last year’s president, H. S. Finney, spoke 
briefly, pointing out what had been accomplished 
by the members in the year now past, and intro- 
duced the speakers of the evening. First of these 
was Dr. A. L. Brueckner, of the Live Stock Sani- 
tary Service, which was of much help to horse- 
men in the recent epidemic of encephalomyelitis. 
Dr. Brueckner told of the steps science had taken 
to prepare for another epidemic, should one occur, 
and spoke of a permanent vaccine against the 
disease. 

Following Dr. Brueckner came an old friend of 
the organization, Major John F. Wall, of the 
U. S. Remount Service, who said that he had 
watched the steady growth of the organization 
with much interest and predicted good times 
ahead for the horse business. The next speaker 
was Prof. D. L. Carmichael, of the University of 
Maryland. The professor told the members that 
he was astonished at the turn-out, and very 
agreeably surprised at the amount of interest 
in horses, both riding and draught, in the com- 
munity. He wished a similar organization could 
be developed in each county. Dr. J. H. Janney 
gave a witty report on the Horse Show, which 
was highly successful. After the speeches officers 
were elected for 1934. Charles D. Ridout, of 
Whitehall, was elected president by majority 
vote. This is an apt choice, as it links present- 
day horse breeding with the days of colonial 
Maryland when the royal governor of the pro- 
vince was that elegant, sports-loving bachelor 
Horatio Sharpe, and John Ridout, lately of 
Bristo!, England, was his confidential secretary. 
In or about 1754 the Governor imported the black 
stallion *Othello, and stood him at White Hall, 
his country estate, which has descended through 
the Ridout family to the new president of the 
Southern Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
whose farm is part of the old estate. H. S. Finney 
was elected vice-president and the capable Mrs. 


P. Fell, secretary. Benjamin Watkins III is the 
new treasurer.

Monday of this week he scored another triple 
bringing his total for the year to 287. It is the 
first time any American rider has approached 300 
winners in a season since Walter Miller scored 
with 334 of his mounts in 1907. Miller’s record 
of 388 winners in 1906 appears safe, as Westrope 
after Monday of this week, has only 17 riding 
days this year. Westrope’s percentage for the 
year is .25, much the best of any of the leading 
jockeys.

THE FIRST RULING OFF. 


AST week THE BLOOD-HORSE challenged the 

stewards at Jefferson Park to show results 
from its announced intention of enforcing the 
rule against the use of narcotics and stimulants 
on horses. Before the week was up Jefferson 
Park was on record with the first case of a ban- 
ishment from the Turf on ihe grounds of doping. 
The horse Head First, entered in a race of 
Tuesday, December 5, excited the suspicions of 
the stewards. Going to the post for the fifth 
race, Head First, wearing the colors of Mrs. J. 
F. Thriffley and trained by Mr. Thriffley, became 
unmanageable. She unseated her rider several 
times and then ran off, and was finally withdrawn 
from the race. Stewards ordered Dr. Hamlet 
Moore, track veterinarian, to make a saliva test. 
Dr. Moore’s report was that a narcotic had been 
used on the mare. Stewards T. C. Bradley, John 
T. Ireland and Julius G. Reeder accordingly 
issued a notice that J. F. Thriffley had been ruled 
off the Turf. 


NEW YORK PRESS SOLD. 


The New York Press, sprightly weekly, for- 
merly directed by the late E. Phocion Howard, 
last week made announcement that it had been 
sold by Howard Publications, Inc., to the Im- 
perial Publishing Company, “now in the process 
of formation.” The new management’s slogan is 
“Watch us whizz.” Hy Schneider, whose 10- 
gallon hats and huge stature make him a spec- 
tacular figure on Broadway, apparently is slated 
to continue as Turf editor. 


CAPTAIN MORSE SAILS FOR HOME. 


Capt. Cuthbert Morse, New Zealand trainer, 
who has been conditioning *Pillow Fight and 
*Tea Trader for D. J. Davis, sailed for Auckland, 
N. Z., Tuesday, December 12, for his home. He 
will return to America in April and expects to 
bring with him Arch Ruler, which has been win- 
ning well in New Zealand this year. Captain 
Morse very likely will also bring back some 
broodmares for Mr. Davis. These mares have 
been served to foal during American foaling time.

STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF PETER PAN. 


ETER PAN, patriarch of the Whitney stud 

at Lexington since the death of Broomstick, 
saw his last active service as a stallion in 1931. 
After that he was allowed such freedom as his 
age permitted and was an honored pensioner. He 
remained in fairly good health until a few weeks 
ago, when he went into a rapid decline. As he 
showed no signs of suffering, he was allowed to 
live out his days until the end came in the course 
of nature, and on the morning of Saturday, 
December 9, he was found dead in his stall. In 
all probability a gravestone will soon be erected 
for him in the farm’s Thoroughbred cemetery, 
which already bears markers for Broomstick, 
Whisk Broom II and Peter Pan’s_ greatest 
daughter, Prudery. 

Peter Pan, bay son of Commando and *Cinder- 
ella, by Hermit, was foaled in 1904 at the famous 
Castleton Stud of his breeder, James R. Keene. 
Under the training of the late James Rowe, Sr., 
he raced two seasons for Mr. Keene, winning 10 
of his 17 starts, finishing second in three and 
third in one, and earning $111,440 ($116,450 by 
some accounts). At two he captured the Surf, 
Flash and Hopeful Stakes, and at three he was 
first in the Belmont, Standard, Tidal and Advance 
Stakes, Brooklyn Derby (Dwyer Stakes) and 
Brighton Handicap. 

He was retired to the stud at Castleton, and 
his first foals appeared in 1909. There were 
several good winners among them, but the first 
of his produce to attract general attention were 
Black Toney and Pennant, both foaled in 1911. 
Black Toney came into the possession of Col. E. 
R. Bradley and proved a good winner for him 
in what were exceptionally lean racing years. 
Pennant raced for the late H. P. Whitney, and 
was undefeated in his three starts at two. Con- 
sequently, when the Castleton Stud was dispersed 
September 2, 1912, in New York in settlement of 
the estate of Mr. Keene, the leading bidders for 
Peter Pan were Messrs. Whitney and Bradley. 
On the Saturday before the sale was held on 
Tuesday, Pennant had been victorious in the 
Futurity, and this triumph gave Mr. Whitney 
(whose bidding was done by Mr. Rowe) such 
assurance that he finally secured Peter Pan for 
$38,000, the highest price of that remarkable sale. 

Mr. Whitney first stood Peter Pan at his 
Brookdale Farm in New Jersey, but soon moved 
him, along with his other breeding stock, to his 
new farm in Kentucky. The old son of Com- 
mando was kept in service until 1931, but was 
not bred to any mares in 1932 or 1933. None of 
his yearlings were bred at either of the farms 
owned by members of the Whitney family, but 
outside breeders obtained several foals of 1932 
from his services. The very last of these is a 
brown filly, named Bonnie Pan, owned by Samuel 
M. Look and foaled May 6, 1932, at Castleton, 
the birthplace of her famous sire. She is reported 
a very promising youngster, and is now with 
others at Mr. Look’s stable in charge of W. S. 
Rust at Churchill Downs. 

Peter Pan, despite his prestige and the leading 
role he has played in the development of the 
Whitney stud, the most successful Thoroughbred 
breeding establishment in America in recent 
years, was never very prominent on the list of 
leading sires. His nearest approach to the top 
was in 1926, when he was fifth on the list. His 
success, nevertheless, has been complete. Today 
his male line is being carried on through both 
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Black Toney and Pennant. Black Toney is grand- 
sire of Blue Larkspur, and Pennant is sire of 
Equipoise, two of the best horses of the century.

Peter Pan has been prominent on the list of 
leading broodmare sires ever since statistics 
have been kept in office of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Among the most important stakes winners his 
daughters have produced are Whiskery, Victorian, 
Top Flight, Diavolo, Bostonian, Flimsy, Wildair 
and Ladder. 
CONTROLLING BOTS. 

Parasites are among the most difficult prob- 
lems with which the Thoroughbred breeder has 
to contend. A recent statement issued for the 
press by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture will be of interest. 

“In the past many horses were treated for 
bots too early in the season to get all of the 
parasites. It is now known that the larvae of 
the common bot hatched from eggs on the hairs 
of the animal penetrate the surface of the tongue 
and mucous membranes of the mouth and stay 
there from 20 to 28 days before migrating to the 
stomach. Now instead of giving the treatment 
immediately after the first freezing weather, it 
is plain that the treatment should be delayed for 
a month after a period of freezing weather last- 
ing a day or longer. Treatment too early fails to 
get the bots that have not yet reached the 
stomach. Freezing weather kills the adult flies, 
but the immature bots in the tongue or on the 
way from the tongue to the stomach escape the 
freeze on the outside and the chemical treatment 
on the inside if the dose is given too early. 

“Tt all sums up now to this: After the first 
freezing weather lasting a day or more, destroy 
all bot eggs on the hairs of horses by washing 
the parts with a 2 per cent solution of cresol or 
a suitable dilution of coal-tar creosote dip; wait 
a month for the bots in the horse to concentrate 
in the stomach and then give the treatment. 
Treatment may be given any time during the 
winter before March 1, but the earlier it is done 
the better for the horses. 

“Experiments in the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry indicate that liquid disulphide is the most 
effective agent available for the destruction of 
bots in the stomach of the horse. Tests with the 
so-called ‘mass’ carbon disulphide capsules, in 
which the drug is absorbed in a powdered base, 
indicate that these capsules are not so effective 
as are capsules containing the liquid drug. 
Furthermore, the mass capsules become brittle 
with age and there is a considerable loss of 
carbon disulphide.” 


F. A. CARREAUD’S PLANS. 


F. A. Carreaud, the Texas sportsman who came 
into racing in Kentucky a few years ago, is 
deserting that state in favor of the East. Eventu- 
ally it is his plan to locate in Maryland when 
he can find the place to suit him, in the meantime 
his breeding stock and youngsters are being 
gathered at J. E. Griffith’s Griffwood Farm, near 
Baltimore, the birthplace of the brothers Single- 
foot and Canter. Of his six broodmares the stakes 


winner Kincsen, by Cudgel out of Buckwheat, by 
*Spanish Prince II, has been shipped to Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor Stud in Virginia 
where she is to be mated with *Sun Briar. Two 
more to go to Virginia are Maiden’s Tryst, by 
Tryster out of Nutbrown Maid, and Betty Dalme, 
by Sweep out of Prairie Belle, by *Mazagan, now 
true to *Sir Greysteel. These two are booked 
to Time Maker, sire of Mr. Carreaud’s good colt 
Time Supply. To Tred Avon's sire, *Sir Grey- 
steel, will be bred Port Harlem, by The Porter 
out of Harlem Lass, by Broomstick, a stakes win- 
ner at two, recently re-acquired as a broodmare. 
Two more mares to be bred in Maryland will 
visit the court of Purchase, an aging sire but 
one to whom attention has been directed recently 
through the performances of his son, the un- 
beaten Chase Me. These two are Heatherland, 
by Crusader, whose daughters appear destined to 
become good producers, and out of *Highland 
Mary II, by unbeaten Hurry On, and Gladys 
McLain, by Pebbles out of Morsetto, by *Masetto. 


*MONK’S WAY GOES BACK HOME. 

Letton Vimont, brother-in-law of the late Col. 
W. S. Dudley, brought the stallion *Monk’s Way 
to Lexington last Saturday morning to be put up 


at auction in settlement of Colonel Dudley’s es- , 


tate, bought him for $540 and took him back 
home to Sunny Hill Stock Farm, near Millers- 
burg, Ky., to continue his stud career. The sale, 
at first advertised to be held at the courthouse, 
was transferred to Tattersalls, and the auction 
was conducted by Auctioneer John W. Bain. Only 
a few were present at the sale. Mr. Vimont’s only 
opposition in the bidding came from H. H. Cagle, 
Knoxville, Tenn., representing Theodore Poolos, 
Knoxville restaurateur and Thoroughbred 
breeder. The horse will be advertised at a small 
fee, Mr. Vimont stated. “Monk’s Way, son of 
Friar Marcus and Tillywhim, by Minoru, had out 
eight 2-year-old winners this year, including the 
stakes winner Dan Sabath. There is a good 
weanling brother to: Dan Sabath at Sunny Hill. 
*“Monk’s Way, whose opportunities have been less 
than he deserves, was bred to only a few mares 
in 1933. There is only one yearling by him at 
the Vimont farm. 


BOOT TO BOOT AT IDLE HOUR. 

The stallion Boot to Boot, which has been 
under lease to John S. Wiggins and standing at 
his Military Stock Farm, Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, was returned last week to the Idle Hour 
Stock Farm of his owner, Col. E. R. Bradley, and 
will continue his stud career there. He appears 
this week in the list of Idle Hour stallions adver- 
tised in THE BLOOD-HORSE. His fee has been fixed 
at $200. Colonel Bradley apparently intends to 
provide good opportunities for the 9-year-old son 
of *North Star III and *Padula, by Laveno. Boot 
to Boot, one of Colonel Bradley’s many Derby 
winners and a horse of high class, winner of 
$119,054, is a half-brother to Black Servant and 
Best Pal. 


BROOMS AND FLAG POLE. 

The Brookmeade Stable, whose breeding opera- 
tions are conducted at Upperville, Va., will have 
in the stud this season the horses Brooms and 
Flag Pole. Brooms is a brown horse, 8 years old, 
by Broomstick out of *Sis Martin, by Sir Martin, 
and has out seven 2-year-old winners this season. 
Flag Pole is a chestnut 4-year-old son of Ameri- 
can Flag out if Broomotta, by Broomstick. He 
won the Swift Stakes at two, and at three while 
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at the post for the Belmont Stakes, he straddled 
the starting gate and permanently injured both 
front tendons, despite which, however, he finished 
third. The fee for each horse is $200, with return 
privilege for one year. They are advertised in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

THEATRICAL. 

Theatrical, chestnut horse, foaled 1929, by 
Lemonora—*Eastern Pageant, by Grand Parade, 
which the Brookmeade Stable bought as a year- 
ling for $8,000, has been placed in the stud this 
season at the Prospect Hill Stud of his owner, 
Mrs. R. H. Heighe, at Bel Air, Md. Theatrical 
started only twice, at two. He was unplaced in 
his first effort and the next time out finished 
third. Fritz Boniface, stud manager for Mrs. 
Heighe, says that he stands 16.1 and is of excel- 
lent conformation. Theatrical’s dam is _ half- 
sister to the stakes winners Eastern Monarch and 
Nabob. His fee is $200, with return privilege for 
one year, and he will stand free to approved 
dams of winners. 

LADDER. 

Word from Toronto is to the effect that Ladder, 
which Conn Smythe purchased from the Mere- 
worth Stud, Lexington, last winter, has been re- 
tired from training and is now established at the 
former breeding establishment of the Thorncliffe 
Stable, near Toronto, where he will make the 
season of 1934. Ladder raced eight times this 
year and won two fast races. He did not show 
actual lameness but was taken out of training 
when it appeared that his tendon was bothering 
him slightly. Ladder is a 5-year-old chestnut 
son of Ladkin (by Fair Play) out of Panoply, by 
Peter Pan, next dam Inaugural, by *Voter. The 
fee is $100 cash at time of service. 


CALUMET BUYS TWO MARES. 

Warren Wright, Chicago sportsman, who is ac- 
cumulating a powerful group of mares at his 
Calumet Farm; Lexington, has purchased from 
Harrie B. Scott, representing Samuel D. Riddle, 
two mares, both in foal to Man o’ War. They are 
Black Carse, 6-year-old daughter of Black 
Toney—Friar’s Carse, by Friar Rock, and Boost- 
ing, 11, by *North Star III—Coy Maid, by 
Kingston. 

WIDENER MARE DIES. 

*Cyrenia, 7-year-old daughter of Niceas— 
Emilie, by Chaucer, which was recently trans- 
ferred from Joseph E. Widener’s French stud to 
his Elmendorf Farm at Lexington, caught her 
foot in a metal fence and tore off her hoof. It 
was necessary to destroy her. *Cyrenia was in 
foal to Alcyon. 


TWO WITCHMOUNT FOALS DIE. 

Two weanling colts by Witchmount, one out 
of Miss Liberty, by *Colonel Vennie, and one out 
of Trojis, by Trojan, died December 3 and 6 re- 
spectively at F. B. Koontz’s Paulfred Farm, 
Tulsa, Okla.

BRITISH STALLION FEES 


N the current statistical supplement to the 

Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, which, published 
by the British Bloodstock Agency, London, has 
recently come to THE BLOOD-HORSE, 96 stallions 
are advertised to stand the season of 1934 at 
places in England and Ireland. We have figured 
the fees to be charged for service to these stal- 
lions into dollars at the current rates of ex- 
change and publish them hereunder. It is inter- 
esting to note that the fees for 70 of the stallions 
range downward from $263 to $46. No fee is 
announced for Tetratema. It is merely stated 
that this splendid son of The Tetrarch had a full 
book in 1933. Major Dermot McCalmont may 
be holding him privately at Ballyinch Stud for 
the coming season. We do not know. 

The highest fees are those of Coronach, Fel- 
stead and Singapore, $1,541 each, including, of 
course, the customary one guinea for the groom. 
Now let’s see about these celebrities. Coronach, 
son of Hurry On, won the Derby, Eclipse Stakes, 
St. Leger and Coronation Cup, and is the sire of 
Jacopa del Sellaio (winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas, Two Thousand Guineas, Oaks and Derby 
in Italy in 1932), Coronado, Highlander, Lochiel, 
Mazurka, Montrose, Tiddles and other winners. 
Coronach, property of Lavington Park Stud, is 
to stand at Westerlands Stud and is limited to 40 
mares. It is a condition of his fee that “in view 
of the recent decision of the House of Lords in 
connection with income tax on stud fees, 50 per 
cent of the stud fee in the event of any mare, 
covered in 1934, proving barren.’’ This condition 
applies also to Hurry On and Press Gang, an- 
other of his sons, standing at Lavington Park 
Stud, for fees of $800 each, Hurry On limited to 
20 mares and Press Gang to 40. 

Felstead, property of Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, 
is to stand at Lambourn Stud. He won the Derby 
in 1928 in record time, beating Flamingo, which 
had beaten *Royal Minstrel for the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. Felstead is a son of Spion Kop, 
whose sire was Spearmint. Felstead’s first crop 
are 2-year-olds. He had seven runners, all 
winners. 

Singapore is a son of Gainsborough, his dam 
being Tetrabbazia (dam of Horace N. Davis’ 
*Cohort, standing next season at Blue Grass 
Heights Farm, Lexington), by The Tetrarch. 
Singapore did not race at two, but at three he 
won the St. Leger and at four the Doncaster Cup 
and was beaten a short head for the Ascot Gold 
Cup. His book is full for 1934. 

There are three others in the list to stand for 
fees over $1,500. They are John A. Dewar’s 
Cameronian (winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby, St. James Palace Stakes at three 
and the Champion Stakes at four), by Pharos; 
Mr. Jinks (winner of the Two Thousand Guineas 
—in which he beat Trigo, winner of the Derby 
and St. Leger—and numerous other races), by 
Tetratema, and Son-in-Law (winner of the 
Cesarewitch, Goodwood Cup, Jockey Club Cup, 
twice, and other races; sire of numerous win- 
ners of over $1,500,000, including Straitlace, Fox- 
law, Comedy King, Winalot, Rustom Pasha, Sil- 
verstead and Trimdon), by Dark Ronald. Their 
fees are $1,536 each. Mr. Jinks, the property of 
Major Dermot McCalmont, stands at Ballyinch 
Stud, home of his sire, in Ireland. Son-in-Law 
stands at Reggie Day’s Terrace House, 
Newmarket.

erty of Actor Tom Walls and is to make his first 
season in the stud at Ling Ness, Leamington Spa, 
in charge of S. McGregor. April the Fifth won 
the Derby and other stakes and is a son of Craig 
an Eran, which won the Two Thousand Guineas 
and was beaten a neck for the Derby and sired 
Mon Talisman, winner of the French Derby. 

The only others standing at $1,000 or over are 
Trimdon and Winalot, $1,068 each; Miracle, 
$1,029, and Papyrus, $1,019. Trimdon, by Son- 
in-Law, won the Ascot Gold Cup (twice), Ascot 
Gold Vase and the Yorkshire Cup. He is a half- 
brother to Foxhunter (winner of the Ascot Gold 
Cup and standing in France next season at a fee 
of $1,068). The Earl of Durham owns Trimdon 
and he is to stand at Longholes Stud, Newmar- 
ket, limited to 25 mares, including those of his 
owner. Winalot is also by Son-in-Law, and his 
dam is a half-sister to *Brown Prince II and 
*Ambassador IV. Winalot won the Manchester 
Cup, the Liverpool Cup and other races; is the 
property of Joe Shepherd and stands at the 
Burton Agnes Stud, Driffield, Yorkshire. He is 
doing well as a sire. 

Miracle, unbeaten as a 2-year-old, won the 
Newmarket Stakes, Eclipse Stakes and was third 
in the Derby at three, is owned by the Earl of 
Rosebery and stands at Mentmore Stud, Leigh- 
ton Buzzard, to serve a limited number of ap- 
proved mares. He is by the Derby winner Manna. 
Papyrus, Derby-winning son of Tracery, stands 
in Sussex at the West Grinstead Park Stud.

Ethnarch is advertised as being “the best-looking 
and speediest son of The Tetrarch at the stud in 
England.” 


In Essexford’s advertisement it is related that 
his fee was reduced ‘“‘to meet the general reduc- 
tion on bloodstock prices.’’ Empire Builder’s 
“first crop are foals and show great promise.” 
Golden Myth was “never unplaced.” For Revela- 
tion there are to be “eight free nominations in 
1934 for dams of good winners, if still in same 
ownership.”’ Black Gown was a good race horse, 
of which it is said: “He is a marvelous foal- 
getter and his percentage for the last two seasons 
has been nearly 90.” Indus had a full book (26 
mares) his first season, 1933. Legatee, limited 
to 35 mares, is the sire of 25 winners, and this is 
offered: “Six free nominations for maiden fillies 
which are winners. If barren, free service for 
1935, if horse available. If not available, fee re- 
turned.” Limelight “will serve 20 approved foal- 
ing mares, including his owner's.’ For both 
Navigator and Royal Dancer, “approved winners 


If a mare served by Athelstan proves barren 
the fee is $300. The Aga Khan, to accommodate 
the demand for Blenheim’s services, from public 
breeders, “has arranged to give up some of the 
nominations reserved for his own mares.”’ Cap- 
piello, now three, won the Grand Prix de Paris 
this year, in which he defeated Thor, winner of 
the French Derby. After that race he was re- 
tired. He is to make his first season at Haras de 
Beneauville, and is limited to 15 mares. He is by 
Apelle (son of Sardanapale) and his great- 
granddam is Pretty Polly. He is inbred to St. 
Simon. “If a mare proves barren” to *Epinard, 
“a return service will be given the following sea- 
son, if the horse is available.””’ No barren mares 
will be accepted for Foxhunter. Hotweed is to 
have ‘no maidens or barren mares.” Indus is 
limited to 35 mares. He had a full book of 26 
last season, his first. 


ENGLISH EXPORTS DECREASE. 


An article by Ithuriel in The Sporting Life 
includes a table which shows that in 1929 English 
owners exported a total of 826 Thoroughbreds 
to Argentina, Australia, New Zealand, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, Ceylon, Egypt, Greece, India, 
Italy, Japan, Panama, South Africa, Spain, 
Sweden, Norway, United States of America and 
Uruguay. Three years later, in 1932, the com- 
bined exports to the same group of countries 
amount to only 443 head, a drop of 46 per cent. 
To the United States the exports were 242 in 
1929, 238 in 1930, 112 in 1931 and 73 in 1932. 
Ithuriel comments: 

“It is a revival of the trade with the United 
States which would be the most encouraging for 
our breeders. Unhappily, omens are not very 
promising just now.”

SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


ITH only three more weeks of racing re- 

maining this year, and no large stakes yet 
to be decided, there is not likely to be any im- 
portant shifting in the ranks of the leading sires 
of 2- -year-olds. *Royal Minstrel still holds a big 
lead in the amount of money won by his get, 
and within the last few weeks *Sir Gallahad III 
has taken a clear lead in number of winners, 
with 15. Mad Hatter and High Time are now 
tied for second place in this department, with 13 
winners each. It is the first time *Sir Gallahad 
III has been at the top in this respect; in 1931 
he had 14 winners, and was second to Supremus. 
The leaders, as shown by statistics including the 
racing of Saturday, December 9, and taking ac- 
count of first monies only, are as follows:

ARKANSAS 


HOT SPRINGS. 


F the efforts of a group of merchants and citi- 
zens—now quietly, but very earnestly, at 

work—are successful, there will be a revival of 
racing at Oaklawn Park, Hot Springs, Ark., next 
spring. Oaklawn Park now is under control of, 
if not actually and completely owned by, Charles 
Cella, of St. Louis. He has declined to sell it to 
Hot Springs citizens and he has been reluctant 
to reopen the plant until such time as the Arkan- 
sas Legislature shall have legalized betting at 
horse race courses. At the last two sessions of 
the Legislature efforts to secure pari-mutuel 
pooling failed narrowly. The failures are charged 
by Hot Springs’ citizens to the influence of the 
system under which visitors and others are per- 
mitted to woo the fickle goddess of fortune in 
horse rooms and at gaming tables at the famous 
Spa of Vapors. Be that as it may, hotel men and 
merchants have found that they have very much 
more business in Hot Springs when the horses 
are at Oaklawn Park than when merely the golf 
players are knocking the white pellets over the 
greens in the infield. This want of business has 
heightened their desire for the return of the 
equine runners, and conferences are now in prog- 
ress at Hot Springs, Little Rock and St. Louis. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE hears that it is the hope of the 
proponents that a meeting may be opened next 
March—on St. Patrick’s Day, or thereabouts. A 
recent inspection of Oaklawn Park by one quite 
well informed about racing plants and things 
necessary to be done in advance of opening for a 
meeting produced the conclusion that within 30 
days the track, stables, buildings and grounds 
could be made ready. The attitude of Hot 
Springs merchants, hotel men and other citizens 
is disclosed in often heard expressions similar to 
the following: 

“We have every week-day gambling on horse 
races, without restriction, but we do not have the 
horses and the people who come with them to live 
in our hotels, take the baths and spend money in 
We need the horses to help bring 
more people to make us more thrifty and to help 
with maintainance of our schools and other pub- 
lic institutions.” 


NO “RINGER.” 

At Bowie Thanksgiving Day a rumor went to 
the rounds that Donna Barona, a daughter of 
Don Diego, was a “ringer.’”’ She was looked over 


carefully before being allowed to start. She was 


well backed but finished out of the money.

At three he set a new track record (1 5-16 miles in 
2:12) in winning the Aqueduct Handicap. He won the 
Annapolis, Edgemere, Sir Walter and Candidate Han- 
dicaps and forced Man o’ War to set a new American 
record in the Dwyer Stakes (1 1-8 miles in 1:49 1-5)— 
after one of the most bitterly fought races in the 
history of the American turf. At four he won the 
Queens County Handicap, running the mile in 1:36—a 
new track record, and was second to Grey Lag in the 
Brooklyn (conceding the winner 12 lbs.) beating such 
stakes winners as Exterminator, Leonardo II, Mad 
Hatter, etc. 

On his dam’s side, no less than five Futurity winners 
appear close up—and nearly all in his pedigree have 
been stakes winners. His dam, Wonder, was also the 
dam of the high class horses Well Finder, Happy-Go- 
Lucky, and Miss Whisk (full sister to John P. Grier).
